How to Read the Signs on a Sea-Going 
} Officer. 


It is safe to say that of the tens of 
thousands who will witness the Naval 
Review on June 24th at Spithead very 
few will be able to distinguish an ad- 
miral from a commander, or an engi- 
neer-lieutenant from a_ fleet-paymas- 
ter; and yet to the initiated it is the 
simplest thing in the world. One 
glance at the sleeve of his coat is sufli- 
cient for the well-informed; for, where- 
as the army officer carries the insignia 
of his rank on his shoulder, the naval 
officer carries his in gold stripes ex- 
tending round the sleeve. 

Naval officers comprise the execu- 
tiv. or military branch, and the engi- 
neering, medical, and accountant 
branches. Whereas the executive offi- 
cer is always recognized by the upper- 
most stripe on his arm being extended 
into a small circle of gold lace above 
it, all the stripes of the other branches 
go straight round the sleeve, and in 


addition have a distinctive colored 
{cloth between the stripes. Thus the 
engineer officer always has purple 


cloth between the stripes, the medical 
| officer always has red, and the ac: 
countant othcer has white, so the ob- 
server can at once see to what branch 
an officer belongs. 

As regards rank, the 
stripes will inform him.

A CHAMPION MURDERESS. 


Annals Contain a Record- 
Breaking Case. 


Gory pamphlets used to be issued 
after executions not only in this coun- 
try, but in Engiand. In London there 
were printing sho whith produced 
hothing but horrible booklets treat- 
ing of murders and hangings. They 
enjoyed a tremendous sale and were 
bought by all classes of people, 

One of the most expensive of these 
pamphlets extant is a book of 32 pages, 
describing the iniquitous career and 
tragic end of Sophia Hamilton, who 
was sentenced to death at Fredericton, 
N.B., in 1845, for an almost incredible 
series of crimes. And if the story con-

| tained in the pamphlet is true she was 


entitled to the championship as a4 
murderess. 
The achievements of Kate Bender 


and Belle Gunness were trivial by 
comparison. One may speak flippant 
ly now of her career, since all con- 
cerned are in their graves, but the 
people of New Brunswick, sixty years 
ago, mentioned hes name with shud- 
derings, Her father was a murderer 
before her, and was killed by a dog 
belonging to one of his victims. So- 
phia, when 17 years of age, married 
an excellent young man, who refused 
to believe stories he heard reflecting 


upon her character. After being mar- 
tied awhile he was convine that 
the stories were true, and took his 


young wife to task, which proved so 
embarrassing to her that she placed 
poison in his soup, and he died the 
death. 

Then she established a wayside inn 


near Woodstock, N. B., gathered 
about her a corps of skillful homi- 
‘tidal experts and took up murder 
and robbery as her lite work. She 


had the house remodeled to facilitate 
hor work and there were rooms with 
trapdoors in the floor, and sliding 
panels in the walls, and similar con- 
trivances. Her cellar 
morgue. At tirst she buried her vie- 
tims carefully, but as time went on 
business increased she became 
rather careless and just left 
lying around.

BANADA HAS DROPPED TO TENTH 
SHIPPING COUNTRY. 


The Dominion, Which Was Thirty- 
Three Years Ago the Fourth Na- 
tion In the World In the Matter 

‘ of Marine Tonnage, Seems to Be at 
the Bottom of Her Fortunes—Sail- 
ing Days Were Palmy Ones. 


da 1878 Canada ranked fourth among 
the ship-owning countries of the 
world, with a fleet of 7,196 vessels, 
mggregating 1,333,015 tons, upon the 

minion Registry. Since that date, 
which was the zenith of her shipping 
prosperity, she has declined to tenth 
place—her total tonnage in 1910 
amounting to about 700,000 tons. 

It was in the age of sail that Can- 
ada won her high position in the 
merchant navy, and with the impetus 
given to trade after the American 
Civil War and the decline of the 
United States mercantile marine, the 


shipowners on the eastern Canadian 
6 d ordered ships as fast as the 
shipbuilders could turn them out. 


The creeks and coves of New Bruns- 
wick, Nova Scotia and Quebee were 
the launching waters of many fine 
craft—keels which were destined after- 
wards to plough the waters of the 
Seven Seas and make the names of 
British North American vessels fam- 
ous the world over. Built of wood, 
these “‘Bluenose’’ craft, with their 
@trim, neat appearance, well cut and 
well set stayed masts, were familiar 
to the nautical eye wherever and 
wlenever descried. Many of them 
were built almost by rule of thumb 
in some quiet lie creek adjacent to 
the forests from which planking, 
eeantling, knees and frames were cut, 
@nd when launched and rigged they 
made themselves and their builders 
famous by their fast passages and 
the money they made for their owners. 

On the other hand, a few 
“Down east” craft became a trifle in- 
famous with the sea-faring traternity, 
owing to the high-handed way in 
which the officers treated the crews, 
and their names were retailed with 
bitter anathemas in the 
other ships by members of the crews 
who were unfortunate enough to have 
experienced a voyage on the “nig- 
eerdriving Bluenose packet.” 4 

To Canadian vessels must be given 
the credit for being ahead of the 
Mother Country in design and gear, 
and in later years, British ship-build- 
ers were glad to imitate the innova- 
tions of the colony. American and 
Canadian vessels were the first to use 
double topsails—the American four- 
mast clipper bark ‘Great Republic,” 
Jaunched in 1853, being actually the 
first vessel so fitted. By dividing the 
great single topsail, in vogue then, 
an half and having separate yards for 
each half of the sail, the work of 
veefing and furling was lessened, and 
the number of men required to do 
the work, reduced. To close reef an 
oli-fashioned long topsail in a blow, 
often required a whole watch upon 
the foot-ropes to tussle with the re- 
fractory canvas. With the divided 
eail, the furling of the upper topsai! 
‘was equal to close reefing the old 
Jong topsail, and at the sume time 
the smaller amount of canvas could 
be easier handled. 

Then again, Canadian vessels, be- 
ang built of wood, were prone to leak. 
and on many ships pumps had to be 
manned twice in the twenty-four 
fhours. Whee! chain pumps, operated 
by turning a wheel, were used in- 
etead of the old-fashioned up and 
down bra.ses familiar to the British 
ship. Built lower masts were also 
peculiar to Canadian vessels. Instead 
of having the mast in one long, whole 
spar, they were “built” of several 

jeces, wedged in and held together 

y iron bunds, which encircled the 
built spar at intervals of about two 
feet apart. 

Besides the differences in the build 
and rig of the ships, the British 
North American vessels had many 
Anstitutions aboard of them peculiar 
to themselves. Crews had to work 
hard, but were well fed. No boat- 
@wains were carried—the crews were 
é6upposed to be competent enough to 
do all the ‘‘sailorizing’’ necessary un- 
der the able tutelage of the second 
or junior office.s. The services of a 
aailmaker, usually carried on other 
ehips, were sometimes dispensed with, 
ond the making and repairing of sails 
had to be done by officers and crew. 
The galley and culinary department 
was sometimes carried on by contract 
a cook and his wife would sign to- 
gether, and the woman would attend 


tf the cabin and the wants of the 
officers, instead of a steward, 

Regarding the trades in which 
Canadian vessels were employed, 


many of them sailed from Quebee to 
Great Britain with timber in the sea- 
son—carrying general cargo out, and 
in the winter time they traded from 
the American cotton ports to Liver- 
pool and the continent of Europe, 

The smaller vessels plied around 
the West Indies and South America, 
while the larger ships went on long 
deepwater voyages to and from India, 
the East, and the United Kingdom, 
and also on the West Coast of Amer- 
fca. Although built and owned in 
Canada, they seldom came into their 
home ports, but sailed wherever a 
cargo was to be had. For many years 
they, with the United States ‘fleet, 
feigned supreme upon the seas, until 
steel shipbuilding and the steam en- 
gine gained sway, and the windjam- 
mer bezau to disappear slowly but 
eurely off the face of the waters. The 
Western Ocean packet ships went 
first, followed by the China tea cli 

and the Cape Horners, and trade 
after trade, for many years the ex- 
elusive passages of the sailing vessel, 
was captured Ly the economical steam

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' BUSINESS RULES, 


What Travelers and Shop Assistants 
Must Not Do. 

A business house which employs a 
number of travelers has recently is- 
sued a little manual for private cir- 
culation among the latter. The book- 
let contains a code of rules—or, per- 
haps, one shoulc rather say, of sug- 
gestions—as to the best methods of 
treating the prospective purchaser, 
Who is referred to simply as the 
“PLP.” Most of the suggestions are 
well thought out and useful, but the 
page devoted to the etiquette of the 
interview contains some rather amus- 
ing remarks, 

For instance, the traveler is warned 
against sitting with his legs crossed, 
and is told that vigorous gestures, 
such as pointing to the customer with 
his pencil, or waving his hands in the 
P.P.’s face, are not desirable. He is 


j told that he should not sprawl across 


the P.P.’s desk or counter, and should 
hever smoke unless expressly invited 
to by the P.P. 

There is a rule in the instruction 
book of one business house which 
With great advantage could be adopted 
in some English places of business. 
“It is recognized,” say the book of 
ruleB “toatl Wie undue urging of mer- 
chandize upon customers is not de- 
sired.” 

Would that British barbers would 
take such a view of their business, 
Hairdressers undoubtedly lose trade 
by pestering their customers to buy 
hair-tonies and toilet requisites wheu 
helpless under the shaving brush and 
razor. The manager of a big West- 
end London wilet ciub has lately 
made a point of forbidding any of his 
men to thus force trade upon nis cus- 
tomers, 

On the other hand, large firms are 
naturally forced to guard against 
slackness on the part of their people. 
“Indifference on the part of salesmen 
is suflicient cause for instant dismis- 
sal,” is a sentence taken from the 
rules of an English firm. 

Some such rules, however, are ty- 
rannical to a degree. Here is an ex- 
ample from the rule book of a provin- 
cial drapery shop: “Any assistant

being served, and not serving her at 
once, or allowing her to go out with- 
out being spoken to — first offence, 
2s. Gd. fine. Or if engaged and not 
calling shopwalker’s attention — fine 
isi” 

In the same shop this curious rule 
prevails: ‘Measuring ribbons and neg- 
lecting to unroll the piece quite a 
yard beyond the quantity desired be- 
fore cutting off length—fine sixpence.” 
To the mere masculine mind the ob- 
ject of this rule is somewhat myster- 
ious. Is it suggested that the cus- 
tomer may thus be tempted to pur- 
chase an extra yard? 

Being cheeky to the shop-walker in 
this particular establishment is quite 
a minor matter, entailing a fine of 
three pence only. 

At another shop of the same descrip- 
tion one of the rujes runs: “All cus- 
tomers, instead of being asked the 
price of articles wanted, should have 
medium-priced goods placed before 
them.” The penalty tor disobeying 
this rule is a fine of threepence. 

One of the great gas companies re- 
cently issued an edict that none of 
its 300 men might enter any public 
house near the works, and heads of 
departments were warned to see that 
the rule was strictly enforced. 

There is a needle-case making firm 
Whica prohibits iaugning among tne 
girls employed. In another factory 
Nnes are inflicted tor sneezing or for 
wearing hair-curlers, while at some 
Kast-end works the women are strict- 
ly forbidden to ‘‘dance during the din- 
ner-hour.”” One can hardly imagipe

In His Selections. 


The appointment-ot Mr. Eugen San. 
; dow as Professor of Physical Culture 
to the King adds another “subaltern” 


to the small army of expert advisers 
by whom His Majesty is surrounded. 

he Kings political experts, ot 
course, are the Ministers of the Gov- 
ernment, and he has his own expert 
Parliamentary reporter in ‘he person 
of the Prime Minister, who, at the 
close of every sitting, writes to the 
King @ short account of the day’s pro- 
ceedings. 

Turning, however, to what may be 
called the King’s personal experts, 
should he desire to purchase a picture 
or other work of art, and wish to have 
expert opinion as to its worth, His 
Majesty would only have to send for 
Mr. Lionel Henry Cust, M.V.O., in 
his capacity of “Surveyor of the 
King's Pictures and Works of Art.” 

A certain noble lord recently brought 
@ successful action against a dealer, 
who had induced him to part with a 
suit of armor tor considerably less 
than its market value; but the King 
is not likely to make a bad bargain 
either as a buyer, or seller uf armor,. 
for in such matters he is advised by 
the “Keeper of the King’s Armory,” 
Mr. Guy Francis Laking, M.V.O. 

The King, of course, has nis official 
legal advisers in the persons of the 
Solicitor and Attorney General; but 
should he desire private legal advice 
he has his own solicitor—Sir Henry A. 
White, C.V.O. 

His Majesty’s interest in, and en- 
couragement of, all manly sports are 
well known, and it is quite probable 
that on the eve of the recent boat-race, 
Mr. W. G. East, the King’s Barge- 
master, was summoned to the palace 
{to give the King the benefit of his 
knowledge of the form and prospects 
of the rival crews. 

The King, of course, has his own 
medica] advisers, and he also has his 
own dentist. 

It is not so well known, however, 
that he has his own bacterioligist,

FOUNDED HOTEL DIEU | 


JOANNE MANCE AND HER DEVOT- 
ED LIFE IN CANADA. 


French Woman Whose Statue Vandals 
In Montreal Recently Tampered 
With Is One of the Most Magnifi- 
cent Characters In the History of 
the Dominion—She Served the Sick 
and Wounded for Thirty Years. 


If the purpose of those, who a few 
night ago, tampered with the statue 
of Jeanne Mance, which adorns one 
of the four corners of the Maison- 
neuve monument in place d’Armes, 
Montreal, was simply to work destruc- 
tion upon one of the most beautiful 
specimens of the sculptor’s art in 
Canada, then there are vandals in our 
midst who would have been fit mem- 
bers of that barbaric horde that early 
in the middle ages poured over the 
Alps, over-ran Italy, and sacked 
Rome. 

However. the purpose of the vandals 
was not accomplished, and the beau- 
tiful bronze figure remains, to adorn 
the monument that commemorates the 
founding of Montreal two hundred and 
sixty-nine years ago this month. 

«ue work to which Jeanne Mance 
devoted her life and her means was 
that of nursing the sick, succoring 
the infirm and needy, and binding up 
the wounds sustained by those, who, 
in almost daily conflict, were holding 
the littl. outpost of civilization against 
tue onsets of the relentless 1roquois. 
Jeanne Mance was the Florence night 
ingale of Ville Marie, the prototype 
of the trained nurses whose services 
form so large a part of the work of 
mercy carried on to-day in our great 
hospitals. 

Mademoiselle Jeanne Mance belong- 
ed to an honorable family of Nogentle 
Roi, near Langres, France. She was 
born in 1606—two years before the 
founding of Quebec. She received the 
education of a young gentlewoman of 
her time. Her constitution was deii- 
cate, her manners graceful yet digni- | 
fied. Though an earnest devotee, she | 
felt no vocation for the cloister; and 
yet, writes her biographer Faillon, 
while “still in the world” she led the 
life of a nun. She had read accounts 
of wie missionary work carried on 
among the Indians of Canada; her en- | 
thusiasm was kindled, and she | 
journeyed up to Paris to seek advice 
respecting her engaging in the work. 
She received encouragement from higa 
ecclesiastics, and from ladies of rank, 
wealth and zeal. Well supplied with 
money for her pious work, she went 
to Rochelle, from whence the ships 
sailed for Canada, and here she fell 
in with the party about to set out for 
the wilderness for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a colony almost two hun- 
dred miles beyond Quebec, on the ia- 
land formed by the junction of the 
two great rivers of the west and the 
north—the Island of Montreal. 

On May 8, 1642, they embarked for 
Montreal, the little flotilla consisting 
of a pinnace, a flat-bottomed cratt 
moved by sails, and two rowboats. 

On May 18 they landed on the Is- 
land of Montreal at the spot where, 
thirty-one years before, Uhamplain 
had chosen as the fit site of a settle- 
ment. 

In the following year a French lady 
of rank, Madame de Boullion, gave 
forty-two thousand livres for the build- 
ing of a hospital at Villa Marie. ‘The 
enclosure within the palisade stood 
near the river, and in the spring it 
was in danger of inundation, and in 
fact, during the first winter the high 
water caused by a thaw nearly flood- 
ed out of place. There was also no 
room to spare within the palisade, and 
the hospital was accordingly built on 
higher ground adjacent. inp order to 
protect it against the Iroquois it too | 
was surrounded by a palisade, and, 
in time of danger, a part of the garri- 
son was detailed to defend it. The 
hospital was intended not only to 
nurse sick Frenchmen, but to nurse 
and convert sick Indians. } 

Among the notes to one of the vol- 
umes of the Relations is this tribute 
to Jeanne Mance. She “was at oue 
time the main support of the Montreal 
colony. Beseiged by the Iroquois in 
1651, anu at all times exposed ta 
their incursions, the new settlement 
was in danger of destruction; Mlle. 
Mance furnished Maisonneuve with | 
22,000 livres from the hospital en- 
to raise and 
equip soldiers for the defence of the 
town. In the following year she visit. } 
ed Paris, and procured the reorgani- 
ation of the Montreal Society, which 
had become greatly reduced, both ip 
numbers and funds. Later she had 
much to do with bringing from France 
the nuns of St. Joseph. For the latter 
she procured an endowment from Ma- 
dame de Boullion. The establishment 
of these nuns, her administration of 
the hospital (in which they succeeded 
her after her death), and her share in 
the management of the colony placed 
great burdens on the shoulders of 
Mlle. Mance, but she discharged her 
duties with enthusiasm, conscientious 
devotion, and excellent practical 
judgment,” 

‘These were dark years for the col- 
ony. Danger was ever at hand, and at 
times destruction seemed inevitable. 
Its prospects were far from hopetul, 
and what was left of Vitality was in 
the enthusiastic Mademoiselle Mance, 
the earnest and disinterested soldier 
Maisonneuve, and the priest Oliver 
and his new Seminary of St. Sulpice. 

During these years of struggles and 
danger veanne Mance remained at her 

t, administering the affairs of her 
ospital, and with her assuciates 
nursing the sick and wounded, and 
caring for the needy and homeless, | 
And so passed the like of this heroine 
of the early years of Montreal, and 
it is because of that work that in the 
group of statuary that forms the 
mopument commemorating the tound. 
ing of the city, a place has be«m given 
to the gure representing the first 
nurse in Montreal, and the founder o} 
ite first hospital. Jeanns Manie’s re 
mains were buried in the chapel of 
the Hotel Dieu.—Montreal Standard.

IS RECOGNIZED ABROAD 


PROF. A. B, MACALLUM HAS AN 
INTERNATIONAL REPUTATION, 


Toronto University Physiologist te 
Perhaps Better Known In Foreign 
Scientific Circles Than He Is In 
His Native Land — “First Among 
Peers"’ at the Meeting of the Brit- 
ish Association at Winnipeg. 


Even so recently as a quarter of a 
century ago, Canada could only boast 
two of her citizens as worthy to rank 
with world-wide scientists, Dr. Wil- 
liam Dawson of Montreal, in the field 
of geology, and Dr. Daniel Wilson, of 
Toronto, antnropuiogist, Whiie to-day 
scores of Canadians are to be found 
figuring prominently in every profes- 
| sion, perhaps the nearest parallel to 
the great scientific duo above men- 
tioned is to be found in the personali- 
ties and life spheres of Prof. A. B, 
Macallum, physiologist, and Prof, 
A. P. Coleman, geologist, both asso- 
ciated with the staff of the University 
of Toronto and responsible for a great 
deal of her renown as an educational 
institution of the first class. 

Prof. Macallum is not only admit- 
ted by his own profession to be a 
great man, an original thinker and an 
| indefatigable worker, but has also 
been the recipient of the greatest hon- 
| or fellow-scientists could bestow upon 
{him in that at the last meeting of 
the British Association, held at Win- 
| nipeg, ne Was acknowledged “primus 
inter pares,” being then elected chair- 
{man of the physiological section. 

Prof. Macallum is an example of 
that type of the seli-made man who, 
contrary to common example, forces 
his way into prominence and recogni- 
tion ere advanced age, begrudded ap- 
plause and hostile criticism have mud-

; the fact that as a hard worker he has 
learned to conserve life’s machinery 
| by methodical operation. 

At fifteen, Prof. Macallum was 
teaching school and after three years 
at this strenuous business he matri- 
|culated at Toronto University, where 
\he proceeded to the degree of B.A. in 
1880, graduating with first-class hon- 
jors and receiving the meda) for Nat- 
ural Science. Between graduation and 
1884 he lapsed into teaching again, 
but later occupied himself with a post- 
| graduate course at Johns Hopkins. 
Then he began his great active career 
at his alma mater as Fellow in bi- 
‘ology, later becoming lecturer and 
| professor in physiology. It is signifi- 
cant of the value set on the man by 
the university authorities that he had 
been advanced to the chair of physi- 
ology in 1891, only seven years aiter 
his enrolment on the staff. 

It speaks volumes for his capacity 
as a student and a worker that in the 
meantime he had graduated as M.B. 
{at Toronto and as D.Ph. at Johns 
Hopkins. Of late years the foremost 
educational institutions and scientific 
associations have hastened to do him 
honor. He was elected Fellow of the 
Royal Society, London, a rare recog- 
nition indeed for a colonial, in 1906, 
'and the same year Aberdeen, Scot- 
land, made him an honorary LL.D. 
He was made an honorary D.Sc, of 
Yale in 1907 and of Trinity College, 
Dublin, in 1908, while last year he 
attained his high official position in

MYSTERY OF LIGHT 


Some Luminosity So Intense the 
Eyes Cannot See It. 


| THE RIDDLE OF THE FIREFLY. 


‘So Far it Has Baffled Science, but 
When It Is Solved, as It Eventually 
Will Be, We Shall Have Light With- 
out Heat and the Perfect Lamp. 


The scientist set down a smal! black 
box and impatiently pushed aside the 
powerful microscope and the delicate 
bolometer. “lt is most discouraging,” 
he muttered, “to have such a treasure 


to grasp it.” 

1 looked in the little box, surprised 
| to find nothing but a few brilliant fire- 
flies. The scientist began to explain. 

“In that box is the most efficient fl- 


output from one of those insects cor- 
responds to nearly fifty watts a can- 
dle, while our very best artificial illu- 
minant, the flaming arc lamp, gives 
only two or three watts to the candle. 
(he light from those insects, as re- 
corded by the bolometer, radiates little 


descent lamps waste more than 9) per 
cent of the electrical energy in use’ess 
heat. If 1 could read this secret of 
the insect world and make a lamp af+- 
er its pattern 1 could produce 384 can- 
| dle power from the same current that 
gives sixteen cundie power today. Some 
| day the secret will be read.” 

The source of all light (except the 
light from fireflies and their kin) is a 
substance raised to a temperature suf- 
ficient to set up waves in the sur- 
rounding ether, which, when falling 
upon the eye, produce the sensation 
we know as light. Light waves vary 
in length between one thirty-three- 
thousand-four-hundredth and one six- 
ty-tive-thousandth of an inch, the first 
being extreme red and the second ex- 
| treme violet. Rays of white light 
|bave a length of one forty-five-thou- 
sandth of an inch. 
| Mass of white bot matter. It is the at- 
mosphere that enables us to see light, 
and outside of our atmosphere it is ab: 
solute darkness, as dark as the interior 
of Mammoth cave. In an are lamp it 
is the white hot particles of carbon 
‘floating between the two electrodes 
| that produce light. In the incandes- 
| cent lamp it is the hairpin filament in- 
| side the glass globe that, when heated 

by electricity, gives off light waves. 
| 1n gas and oil lamps light is produced 
| by the heated particles of carbon in the 
| flames above the wick or mantle. 

The eye can stand without tiring a 
| brilliance of about five candle power 
to the square inch of surface. The or- 
| dinary candle tame gives only two or 
three candle power to the square inch, 
jwhile the sun at zenith gives 600.000. 
The are light ranks next to sunlight, 
With 10,000 candle power en inch, and 
the best tungsten filament incandes- 
cents give 1,000 candle power. This 
| means that if the sun could be chang: 


throw off only 1,000 candle power of 
light from every square inch of its 
surface, when the world would be 


| to death in a week. 

The prism shows tbat white light is 
composed of a bappy blend of all col- 
ors of the spectrum. The sun gives 
the only pure white light, with the arc 
jJamps a close second and the metal 
filament incandescents taking third 
place. Sky light, such as comes from 
the north on a clear day, is bluish 
white. Gas mantles give greenish 
Nght, open flame yellow light and kero- 
| Bene orange light. 

By the laws of evolution the human 
eye bas become accustomed to sun 
| Nebt, or sky light, coming obliquely 

from above, and our eyes resent light 

coming from any other source. Snow 
blindness, distress from white sand or 
| water, is the result of violating this 
rule. The upper eyelid is adapted to 
shade the eye from a strong light 
from above. ‘he tower lid cannot per- 


form this office, so wheu a strong light , 


| is retiected up into the eyes it blinds 
us. 

The X ray has proved beyond doubt 
| that there are tight rays which move 
_too fast for buman eyes to register, 
This light penetrates books, wood, pa- 
per and even buman flesh, With the 
fiuoroscope to assist our eyes we can 
| See the bones in our arm without both- 
| ering to remove coat or shirt. But a 
map with X ray eyes would be sadly 
handicapped in this world, for he 
could see notbing but solids, such as 
earths and metals, and would be un- 
able to see a board fence at all. Be 


yond doubt there is light so bright | 


that the eyes cannot see it, and to us 
| all is darkness beyond what our eyes 
will register. 


When they move through the ether 
alone our eyes cannot see them, conse- 
quently all is total darkness, But 
when they meet with the resistance of 
our atmosphere, producing heat, they 
register on the retina and—bebold, we 
can see! As the atmosphere thins 
rapidly as we go upward, so in pro 
portion the air resistance diminishes, 
and consequently the heat of the sun 
seems to grow iess, This explains

Many wonderful discoveries have 
been recorded ip the illuminating field 
of tate, and it is safe to say that this 
branch of science affords one of the 
greatest fields for research and inven- 
tion, Each year our artificial tllumi- 
pants are improved, but they are far 
from being perfect. Not until the se- 
cret of the firefly is read and light is 
produced without heat will our even-

There is no doubt that 
he original suggestion came from Mrs. 
Ulementine Fessenden, a Hamilton 
woman of more than ordinary ability 
and outlook, and to her must be given

In the month of June, in the year 
1896, the ‘Wentworth Historical So- 
ciety met in Hamilton and passed a 
resolution of condolence with Mrs. 
Fessenden on the loss of her husband. 
In replying to this resolution in per- 
son, Mrs. Fessenden expressed the 
hope that the patriotic spirit of the 
grandfather would descend upon the 
six-year-old grandchild who accompan- 
ied her. The members of the society 
were impressed with this remark and 
at once made the child an honorary 
member of the society. The child her- 
self was greatly pleased and aroused 
by this event and intensely interested 
in the badge and maple leaf with 
which she was decorated. And it was 
the child’s delight and interest which 
suggested to Mrs. Fessenden that oth-

out and in January, 1898, it was de- 
cided by this body “that the board 
set apart one afternoon in the year 
for the purpose of inculcating patrio- 
tic sentiment.”
